Fall  Planting 

SPRING  and  Fall  are  both  ideal  times  in  which  to  plant  Hardy  Perennials.  Nevertheless,  if  a  plant¬ 
ing  is  made  in  the  months  of  September  and  October,  your  plants  will  become  well  established  before 
the  hard  freezing  sets  in  for  the  winter  and  the  results  are  that  the  following  Spring,  they  will 
start  immediately  after  the  first  few  warm  days  and  the  scenery  such  as  we  are  showing  herewith  can  be 
created  practically  the  first  season. 

For  this  reason,  if  you  are  prepared  or  able  to  make  a  planting  in  the  fall,  we  strongly  advise  that 
you  make  all  plantings  possible  in  the  times  mentioned  and  you  wil  be  well  repaid  for  the  extra  effort 
of  fall  planting.  It  is  true  your  plants  will  require  a  little  protection;  this  however  is  very  simple.  Just 
scatter  a  little  la}’er  of  straw  or  cornstalks  over  your  plants  about  the  first  of  December  and  remove 
them  the  first  part  of  March

GROWING  PERENNIALS 

WE  ARE  convinced  that  the  direct  cause  of 
many  failures  in  growing  plants  has  been 
the  disregard  of  the  natural  tendencies  and  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  plants  being  used.  Some  plants 
thrive  in  dry  sandy  soils,  some  in  moist  sandy 
loam,  some  in  rocky  situations,  while  others  want 
very  rich  damp  soil. 

In  their  native  haunts  some  grow  in  dense  shade, 
others  like  the  diffused  light  of  scattered  forest  or  moun¬ 
tain  side  while  still  others  want  the  broad  sunlight.  To  dis¬ 
regard  their  preferences  and  natural  habitats  is  to  fail 
miserably  in  their  cultivation.  We  are  confident  that  the 
plants  we  supply  will  in  every  instance  give  satisfactory 
results  if  care  and  good  judgment  art?  used  in  their  plant¬ 
ing  and  cultivation. 

Plants  should  be  unpacked  immediately  upon  arrival 
and  if  you  cannot  plant  them  immediately  they  should  be 
heeled  in  and  given  enough  moisture  to  keep  the  roots 
fresh  and  plump. 

Tn  planting  them,  be  sure  to  spread  the  roots  and  sift 
the  soil  carefully  over  them.  Water  them  often  and  keep 
the  soil  stirred  around  them.  No  manure  or  fertilizer 
should  touch  the  roots.  Remember  plants  are  living  things 
and  will  respond  to  good  treatment  by  giving  you  large 
flowers  and  healthy  foliage.
